Agricultural Societies and Fairs. 


These Societies and Fairs have, of late, be- 


come quite numerous and extended, and have 
been very beneficial in their influence and re- 
sults. At the East, nearly every State has its 
Society, fostered and nourished by the State 
government. There are also County Socie- 
ties, where the people come together, nt the 
annual Fairs, and bring the productions of 
their skill and industry, to exhibit to their 
friends and neighbors, who, in turn, have 
something to offer for their consideration and 
wonder. 


These societies have proved in the highest 


degree advantageous to those for whom, move 
particularly, they were established. Mutual 
emulation has induced each one to obtain the 
greatest possible amount of produce from the 
soil, and for this purpose, to investigate the 
best methods of tilling and agriculture. 
It 


has made agriculture more- successful, by in- 
troducing system and science ; it has made it 
respectable, by making intelligence and study 
necessary to its proper pursuit. It has, in 
abort, made it aa much of n profession, as the 
law; and hits made the cultivation of the earth 
aa dignified and elevated a calling as any oth- 
er,—at least such is its tendency, and it ia a 
good one. 


We have introduced these remarks for the 


purpose of suggesting tho subject of estab- 
lishing an Agricultural Society in this county. 
Some of our sister counties have already done 
this, and are fast outstripping us in the science 
and practice of farming. An objection may 
be urged that our county is too small, exclu- 
sive of tbe city, the inhabitants of which 
would not be likely to trouble themselves much 
about it. To obviate this difficulty, a horti- 
cultural department might be added, in which 
all tbe ladies, and every one that has a taste 
and an eye for what is pure and beautiful, 
would feel an interest. " Flowers, sweet flow- 
er*, that come before the Spring, and. take 
the winds of March with beauty," were what 
the poet wanted u to strew on Lycid's tomb." 
Pure, virgin flowers, are tbe bridal wreath; 
and young fresh blossoms, that " spread their 
sweet leaves to the air, and dedicate- their 
beauty to the ant},** are tho most fit image of 
childhood. 
As they are * meet illustration of 


all period* of existence*—M nit that u loving 
and beautiful and holy in life and in death, 
nwjr be compared to flower*—who would not 
like to cultivate them, to. cherjah and nourish 
tfaem, and wntcb them, nnfcrid their beauties', 
and read In their bods and b|pcaom«andihejr 
myriad hue*, all *>«„ language of pawion and 
affection; and who would not wngape in any 
meant to facilitate M grateful <m object?—- 
How pfeuunt, too, it would bp tp tee a little 


done much to obviate the difficulties of the 
fluctuations of weather, tbe infelicities of the 
climate, and the unproductivene83 of the soil. 


Another reason why this county should or- 


ganize a society is, that as this is the best and 
surest market for produce in the State, the in- 
habitants from the interior, all resort here; 
and, by mingling with us, they would be 
taught our improved methods of labor, and 
carry them among themselves. So our socie- 
ty here would be the source of information, 
and the nucleus of enterprise for the entire 
State. It would also be a great advantage to 
our business men, and to every bod}, to have 
our city immediately surrounded by a race of 
thriving, industrious, successful and well-to-do 
farmers. 


And lastly, the great objects of any people 


should be to nourish and protect their agricul- 
tural interests. In the hot and pestilential air 
of crowded cities, where multitudes, actuated 
by all passions, and engaged in all pursuits, 
congregate together, without the humanizing 
influences of Agriculture and Horticulture, 
the spirit of freedom and independence must 
•wither and die. Where labor ia oppressed,— 
where capital exercises an iron sway over 
multitudes of half-fed and half-clothed men 
and holds its subjects by a tenure more bind- 
ing than the will of despotism,—free and equal 
institutions are in gre.'it danger,—in fact, they 
cannot exist in their original freedom and 
equality. 
But whereftheir subjects breathe 


the pure air of the country, and obtain an in- 
dependent support from the soil, they are free 
and independent indeed. It is to the eleva- 
tion, tho educalion, and enlightenment, not of 
the swarming thousands of our cities, but of 
the inhabitants spread over prairie arid wood- 
land, and mountain, that our country must 
look for the perpetuity of its institutions, its 
freedom and independence. All that goes to 
increase their intelligence, to extend their 
means of information, to build up their self- 
respect and independence, should be encoura- 
ged and protected.

As a part of the arrangement, Mr. Sibley, the 
Delegate to Congress, and the Editor of the 
Pioneer, with the Fur Company and their 
adherents, give their support to tho Whig Ad- 
ministration. 
The Pioneer is now in fact the 


Whig organ of the Territory, and the Mine- 
sota Democrat is the organ of the Democra- 
cy. The Chronicle and Register will have
